TEL AVIV. — More serious viola- 
tions of the cease-fire were reported 
from the Suez front yesterday.

A third incident occured at about 
3.45 p.m. at the kilometre 141 marker 
of the Canal, seven kilometres north 
of Suez. This time the Egyptian 
fire was not returned.

Egyptians are seeking a much less 
extensive disen; ent arrange- 
ment — with virtually all the with- 
dGrawals to be made by Israel. They 
also demand that Israel undertake 
in advance to make further with- 
drawals. This demand Israel rejects 
as an attempt to secure territorial 
concessions in advance of the peace 
conference. 

The extent of the differences 
between the two sides became clear 
at yesterday's meeting, although 
Yariv and General Gamasy still 
maintained the friendly relations 
they have maintained since the first 
meetings. 

And while the talks at Kilometre 
101 continued, foreign news agencies 
Teported that both Israelis and Egyp- 
tians were reinforcing their defences 
on the frontlines in the region. 

The two chief negotiators were 
accompanied yesterday by large de- 
legations, the composition of which 
suggested that the two sides discus- 
sed topics other than the disengage- 
ment of forces.

Vain search for 
crew of sunk 


yesterday entered the search for 
13 men still missing from the Cyp- 
riot freighter. Annette, which slam- 
med into the breakwater of the 
port here and sank during a storm 
last Friday night. 


So far only three survivors, and 
eight bodies have been found of 
the 19 crew members and 5 Israeli 
rej men who were on board the 
4,000-ton freighter when it sank. 


Yesterday's underwater search 
was restricted to the immediate 
area of the wreck, in the 15-metre 
deep waters close to the breakwat- 
er. The civilian volunteer, Gad 
Skornik, of Tel Aviv, told “TItim”’ 
that the ship had broken in half 
from the force of the impact, and 
he had been able to swim into the 
wreck and search a number of ca- 
bins. ‘No bodies were found, either 
in the wreck or along the base of 
the breakwater, which has heen 
thoroughly searched,

Low death rate 
among wounded

The death rabe among Israel 
soldiers wounded in the recent war 
was one of the lowest in modern 
military history, Health Minister 
Victor Shemtov told the annual 
international board meeting of Je- 
Tusalem’s Sha‘are Zedek Hospital 
last night. He added thet only 
1,700-1,800 wounded men requiring 
long-term rehabilitation remain in 
hospital now. 

Mr. Shemtov was handed the 
Sha'are Zedek Centenary Medal by 
hospital director Prof. David Maeir. 
Prof. Maeir praised the front-line 
treatment the wounded received and 
said that only two soldiers reached 
the hospital in 8. state of shock, 
requiring emergency treatment. 

He added that one of the hardest 
jobs the hospital staff faced in the 
first days of the war, was gently 
turning away some of the 600 vo- 
lunteers who offered their services. 

Mayor ‘Teddy Kollek delivered 
greetings to the meeting, which was 
chaired by Mr. Max Stern of New 
York. 


EBAN ON GENEVA 
It depends what you mean by peace - 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban said 
yesterday that if the Arabs agreed 
to a full peace involving diplomatic 
relations, commercial contacts, eco- 
nomic relations, and the normal 
movement of people and ideas 
across ‘boundaries, then the territorial 
issue would become “much less ago- 
nizing and acute." 

Tf, on the other hand, “peace' 
was to be merely another word 
for “cease-fire” — nothing more 
than an interlude between wars — 
then Israel's “indispensible condi- 
tions” of territorial security would 
be “more severe.” 

The Foreign Minister was addres- 
sing an Israel Bonds delegation in 


Jerusalem. 

He said that Israel's first task at 
& peace conference should therefore 
be to find out what the Arabs have 
in mind by “peace.” The boundary 
issue — while of course a vitally 
important component in any peace 
settlement — was a factor of the 


Reading of voting age amendment 
turns into debate on elections 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The first reading of an amend- 
ment to the Hlections Law which 
would give the vote to all citizens 
who reach the age of 18 by De- 
cember 31 — election day — pro- 
vided an opening for a general 
airing of demands in the Knesset 
yesterday to postpone the elections, 
reopen the lists of candidates, and 
set up 8 national unity government. 

It also provided the occasion for 
an ‘enfant terrible speech by the 
former Justice Minister, 71-year-old 
Y.S. Shapiro, who attacked the 
Knesset Speaker and the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Shapiro said that the national 
interest had not been decisive in 
fixing December 31 as the election 
date. The matter had been decided 
pecause of the interest of a party 
(Labour, of which he is a member) 
which did not want to leave too 
much time for the nation to think 
how it had reached the present 
pass, he said. 

He blamed Knesset Speaker 
Yeshayshu for not having called 
the House into regular winter ses- 
sion, after the Succot holiday, as 
he was statutorily empowered to 
do. As a result, the Knesset was 
inactive, making it impossible to 
table motions for the agenda or 
parliamentary questions or submit 
private members’ bills. 

He blamed the parties for refusing 
to reopen the lists of candidates 
and to allow new lists to be sub- 
mitted. The elections could easily 
have been postponed for six to 12 
months, and the life of the present 
Knesset extended, he asserted. 

The present Government had a 
full mandate to negotiate the peace 
until there are new elections, he 
said. 

After Mr. Shapiro sat down, 
Speaker Yeshayahu argued that he 
had not contravened any law by 
not calling the Knesset into regular 
seasion.

Menahem Porush (Agudat Israel) 
Premier's 
statement was true or not, she had 
no right to make it. 

Shlomo Lorincz (Agudat Israel) 
said the elections should be post- 
poned for 12 months and a national 
unity cabinet formed.

Shalom Cohen (‘Independent) said 
that just as public opinion had 
compelied the Alignment to give the 
vote 'to everyone over 18, tt would 
also compel it to postpone the elec- 
tions in order to reopen the lists 
of- candidates. 

Yigal Hurwitz (Lukud-State List) 
satd thet while he personally might 
not object in theory to reo 
the lists of candidates, there was 
no practical sense in it, He claimed 
that if his Likud colleague Shmuel 
Tamir demanded reopening the lists, 
it ‘was only to get Ezer ‘Welzman 
back in. 

Dr. Yosef Goldschmidt (Natlonal 
Rellgious Party) sald that ‘his party 
did not favour reopening the lists 
of candidates since it did not be- 
eve there was any need to make 
personal changes. However, it did 
favour creating greater national 
unity, and it believed that the 
Coalition and Opposition should and 
could get together in a national 
unity cabinet.

The Foreign Ministry in Jerusa- 
lem hit out yesterday at Japan's 
pro-Arab statement of last week, 
terming it a “deviation from (Ja- 
pan's) declared policy of neutrality,” 
and a “renunciation... of its pre- 
vious policy of ‘friendship te 811." 

In an official statement, the For- 
eign Ministry charged Japan with 
knowingly adopting the “distorted” 
interpretation of Security 
Council Resolution 242, Israel, it 
said, had been ‘‘distressed to find a 
power like Japan yielding to the 
pressure of our enemies and to their 
threats against the industry and 
economy of Japan.” 

The Israelstatement declared that 
Japan's pro-Arab pronouncement 
had “stultified” its declaration of 
readiness to play a role in bring- 
ing peace ‘to the Middie East. Ja- 
pan's demand for Israel’s total with- 
drawal “at the very moment when 
the prospects of a aettlement 
through negotiations are becoming 
real” in fact reduced the chance of 
a just and durable peace, the Is- 
rael statement asserted,

total withdrawal — as Japan had— 
nor had it spoken of “the legitim- 
ate rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple."

Nixon cuts gas deliveries, 
imposes lower speed limit 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Nixon is cutting the amount of 
gasoline available to motorists by 
15 per cent, lowering speed limits 
to 80 kph for cars and 90 kph 
for trucks, curtailing home heating 
of? deliveries, and having Christmas 
lights switched off in an effort to 
deal with America's energy crisis. 

He asked gas stations to close 
voluntarily from 9 p.m. each Sa- 
turday until midnight on Sunday, 
starting next weekend. Nixon an- 
nounced im a television address on 
Sunday he would use emergency 
powers to make this mandatory, as 
ΒΟῸΣ 85 he gets an energy bill from 
Congress, perhaps ‘by mid-Decem- 
ber. The rationing programme for 
heating oil is to take effect on 
January 1. ἃ 

Another possible step is a cut 
in electric power during peak de- 
mand periods — reductions called 
“brown-outs.” 

Calling for “discipline, self-res- 
traint and unity,” Nixon outlined 
steps to overcome somewhat more 
than half of the anticipated overall 
shortage of-17 per cent in petroleum 
this winter. He did not say what 
steps would be taken to meet the 
remaining shortage. 

Nixon acknowledged economic dis-' 
locations were likely, and promised 
to try to see “that any disruptions 
to our economy which may occur 


are short-lived and that they do 
not cause lasting damage.”

Soviet historian Egypt asks Mart Laurence Harvey 


exiled to Arctic 


MOSCOW (AP). — Dissident his- 
torian Andrei Amalrik has been or- 
dered to serve three years of in- 
ternal exile in the Magadan pro- 
vince of the Soviet Far East, dis- 
sident sources reported yesterday. 

They described the sparsely in- 
habited area on the sea of Okhotsk 
mear the Arctic Circle as having 
one of the most brutal climates 
in the Soviet Union. 

Amalrik, 35, had been serving 
a second three-year labour camp 
term in Magadan for alleged de- 
famation of the Soviet state. But 
on November 13, a Moscow appeals 
court lessened the punishment to 
three years in exile, citing “ill 
health” for the decision. He had 
suffered from meningitis in the la- 
bour camp. 

In a similar ‘case, a Moscow court 
yesterday ordered mathematician 
‘Yuri Shikhanovich confined to a 
mental home, dissident sources said. 
The court sald Shikhanovich was 
not fit to stand trial on a charge of 
distributing anti-Soviet material. 

The sources said an unfavourable 
psychiatric report was read to the 
court. When bis lawyer asked if the 
three psychiatrists who signed it had 
ever seen Shikhanovich, she was told 
this had nothing to do with the case. 

Dr. Shikhanovich has been held 
incommunicado for 14 months. This 
is five months longer than Soviet 
law allows, 

Defence lawyer Yelena Reznikova 
complained to the court that she 
had not been allowed to visit Shi- 
Khanovich in a secret police prison 
in Moscow. She asked ithe court 
to let the defendant attend the 
hearing and asked a delay so she 
could confer with him. The court 
refused both appeals. 

Shikbanovich was a lecturer in 
mathematics at Moscow State Uni- 
versity unti! 1968, when he signed 
a letter demanding the release of 
a feliow teacher confined in a men- 
tal hospital

for free wheat 


BRUSSELS (AP). — Egypt has 
asked the Common Market coun- 
tries for the equivalent of 450,000 
tons of wheat in the form of aid for 
1974, a spokesman for the Com- 
mon Market Executive Commission 
sald yesterday. 

The request was made on August 
14, he added. The Egyptians want 
300,000 tons of soft wheat and 
100,000 tons of flour, which together 
are equivalent to 450,000 tons of 
wheat. The nine countries have 
made a regular practice of giving 
away wheat, powdered milk and 
other food products, which in the 
past have been surplus, to the 
world’s poorer countries. 

Now these products are in rela- 
tively short supply. 

The spokesman said that the 
Egyptian request is being studied 
by experts as part of the overall 
aid programme for next year, which 
is to be submitted to the commis- 
sion in the coming weeks.

BEEF PRICES DROP

WASHINGTON (AP). — Beef prices 
have dropped lately in 14 world 
capitals, partly because consumers 
have turned to more chicken and 
other less-expensive meat, the U.S. 
Agriculture Department said Sun- 
day. 

“This shift, however, put more 
pressure on supplies of pork and 
broilers, and kept prices near or 
above September levels,” the For- 
elgn Agricultural Service said in a 
report. 

‘Thus, the report said, food prices 
generally have shown erratic in- 
creases and declines during the past 
two months and “obscure any clear 
trend" in the cost of eating.

LONDON (AP). — British movie 
star Laurence Harvey died of cancer 
at his London home on Sunday night, 
friends reported yesterday. He was 
45. 

The actor with the soft, suave 
Tosnner had been ill for the past 
18 months. Friends called on him 
repeatedly in recent weeks. 

Harvey was married for the third 
time at the end of last year. His 
bride was fashion model Paulene 
Stone, mother of his three-year-old 
daughter Domino. 

Harvey’s previous wives were 
American millionairess Joan Cohn 
and British actress Margaret Leigh- 
ton. Both mrarriages ended in di- 
vorce. 

Harvey never attained the highest 
ranks of international stardom, but 
his performances in such movies as 
“Room at the Top," “The Manchu- 
rian Candidate,” “I am a Camera” 
and “Darling” established him in 
the U.S. as well as Britain. 

His bride of less than a year 
tended the Lithuanian-born actor 
during months of illness at his 
elegant London home. Harvey, born 
Larushka Mischa Skikne, underwent 
surgery and cobalt ray treatment in 
Los Angeles last May.

Hatzofe (National Religious)
